N.D. Sociologist Says 


Cincinnati — (NC) — Catholics 
themselves must share some of 
the blame for the “less harmoni- 
us” relations between Protestants 
and Catholics in post-war United 
States, a sociologist said here. 


Addressing a workshop on In- 
ter-group Relations at the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati, Dr. John J. 
Kane, head of the University of 
Notre Dame’s sociology depart- 
ment, declared that the “very real 
roblem in Catholic-Protestant re- 
ations” is the lack of communica- 
tion between the two religious 


groups. 


“MANY — perhaps most — 
non-Catholics in the United States,” 
Dr. Kane said, “simply do not 
know the teachings of the Catho- 
lic Church.”*He added, “perhaps 
Catholics have failed to publicize 
them or translate them into ac-

Dulles.

to be held in November.

Carey, Ohio —(NC)— Although 
everything seems to be on the up- 


swing in the field of agriculture, 


the farmer, himself, “seems to be 
on the way out,” a farm expert 
told a three-day institute on rural 
life and problems here. 


In 1940, there were 11-million 
persons employed in farming in 
the United States, but the num- 
ber has dwindled to 8,500,000 now 
and they “are growing fewer every 
day,” Charles H. Koch, associate 


editor of Farm Quarterly magazine
